Caillaux case, and former chief of the 
order of advocats of the Parisian bar, 
says'that death certificates' are such 
an essential element in all legal pro- 
cedure concerning inheritances, and 
there have been alrady, and will be 
so many more, unknown dead, that 
the. number 
of probable tangled 
estates is incalculable. 
"For the moment", Maitre Chenu 
adds, "Judicial life in France Is al- 
most entirely Interrupted 
and will 
continue to languish until the end of 
hostilities. We don't regret it. Legal 
quarrels would seem to us to be an 
attack upon the sacred pact of union 
that the war has sealed betwen, all 
the citizens of France."
